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PREFACE 


From time to time an issue of Education abstracts is devoted to literature on a national 
education system. Thus since 1953 there have been separate issues on education in each 
of the following countries: Federal Republic of Germany (Vol. V, No. 9, November 1953), 
Yugoslavia (Vol. VI, No. 9, November 1954), Japan (Vol. VIII, No. 4, April 1956) and 
Belgium (Vol. 1X, No. 6, June 1957).:A number published in October 1956 (Vol. VIII, 
No. 8) reviewed selected publications on education in Czechoslovakia, Poland and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. The purpose of these ‘national’ issues is to provide 
an introductory reading list for comparative educationists who wish to study the education 
systems of countries in which recent developments are considered to be of particular 
interest, 

In choosing Egypt as a subject for the present issue the Unesco Secretariat is respond- 
ing to widespread interest aroused in that country as a result of recent political and social 
changes, which have included a reorganization of the school system, Another innovation 
has been the setting up in the Ministry of Education of a Documentation and Research 
Centre. At the request of the Egyptian Government the Unesco Secretariat helped to 
establish this Centre, under authority vested in the Director-General by the Unesco 
General Conference (9th Session, New Delhi 1956) to assist Member States in developing 
their national education clearing houses. The manuscript of the present issue of Education 
abstracts was prepared by the Centre to whose director, Dr. Mohammed Khairy Harby, the 
Unesco Secretariat wishes to express its thanks,

EDUCATION IN EGYPT

The pattern of education in Egypt today is the 
outcome of various forces which have, for the 
past few centuries, constantly influenced and 
often instigated changes in the school system. 
Foremost among these forces was Egypt's cul- 
tural heritage, which has been carried down from 
its past history and civilization. During its evo- 
lution this cultural heritage assimilated elements 
from both Eastern and Western cultures without 
its original pattern ever being radically affected. 
This can clearly be seen in the Egyptian school, 
which has always been Egyptian in its core. 

For many years, European schools were to be 
found in Egypt with their independent syllabuses 
and programmes of activity, but they were no 
more than scattered islands isolated from the 
general school system, with little influence on 
the prevailing trend. The effective moulding 
came from those Egyptians who studied abroad 
and, assimilating the progressive methods, re- 
turned and adapted their knowledge to suit Egyptian 
needs, The outcome bore little resemblance to 
the original teachings. Examples can be cited, 
such as the adoption of the project method and the 
Dalton plan following a reform of the educational 
system. The model schools of Cairo which ex- 
perimented with them followed an approach so 
divorced from the ideas of their originators and 
so coloured by local methodology that we could 
term them the 'Egyptian' project method and the 
'Egyptian' Dalton Plan, See al-Kabbani's 
Siyasat al-ta'lim (Abstract No. 11). 

The scholar interested in obtaining a proper 
understanding of the present system of education 
will turn first to the historical surveys, the more 
important of which are listed in Section II of this 
bibliography. The primary school of today had 
its most recent reform in 1956, but to appreciate 
the reasons for this the reader would have to 
trace the various developments which produced 
the earlier type of school. Many of these deve- 
lopments were the result of moves for reform, a 
number of which are also referred to in Section 
Il, Some were originated by educationists while 
others were the work of political leaders and 
Social reformers. 

In studying the history of education in Egypt, 
over the last 150 years, one finds that at the be- 
ginning of the 19th century there was a single 
System of education. The child started at an un- 
graded Koranic school known as the 'kuttab' and 
then enrolled in al-Azhar, an institution offering 








courses of instruction based mainly on Islamic 

studies for students from about 15 years of age 

onwards. This ladder had its beginnings hun- 
dreds of years ago. Section VI of the bibliography 
is devoted to the past and present rdle of al- 

Azhar. In the 1820's a type of primary school 

was introduced and a few years later (1837) the 

Ministry of Education was founded with the prin- 

cipal task of directing these schools. However, 

the kuttab and al-Azhar remained outside the 

Ministry's jurisdiction and the dual system, from 

which Egypt was to suffer for many decades, 

came into being. Primary, secondary and higher 
education developed side by side with the kuttab 
and al-Azhar. 

With increasing external interest in Egypt fol- 
lowing the French invasion, the opening of the 
Suez Canal and the British intervention in Egyptian 
affairs (the Orabi movement), foreign schools 
began to be established. Most of them were inCairo 
and in Alexandria but some were also established 
in the principal towns of both upper and lower 
Egypt. These schools were almost exact replicas 
of the schools of England and France. With their 
separate curricula imported completely from 
abroad, they provided courses of instruction 
which left no alternative for the pupil interested 
in pursuing his studies, but to go to England or 
France. 

Towards the end of the 19th century, still 
another type of school - the elementary school - 
came into being. This attempted to bridge the 
gap between the primary school and the kuttab. 

In the 1920's the compulsory school, differing 

in its curriculum from all the others, was also 

introduced to meet the provisions of the Consti- 

tution. Section III of the bibliography lists some 
of the more important studies on this question. 

Thus, only thirty years ago, Egypt had five 
systems of education existing side by side: 

(1) The kuttab and al-Azhar. 

(2) The primary, secondary and higher ladder, 
whose schools collected fees and taught 
foreign languages. 

(3) The elementary, post-elementary and elemen- 
tary training schools with small or no fees 
and offering no foreign language. 

(4) The free compulsory schools. 

(5) The foreign schools with their imported 
curricula, 

The unification of these systems at the primary 
school level was achieved only in 1956 with the 





passing of Law 213 of that year. Section VII pro- 
vides a list of the more recent educational legis- 
lation. 

Section IV of the bibliography deals with the 
problems of secondary education and Section V 
with teacher training. In the latter field a major 
organizational change took place towards 1952. 
This took the form of a grouping of future secon- 
dary school teachers in the same training insti- 
tutes, offering equal preparation irrespective of 
the subject of specialization. At the same time 
the selection was modified of Arabic language 
teachers - formerly limited to graduates of D&r 
al*Ulim, whose students were recruited only 
from .al-Azhar. Dar al-'Ulfim became incorpor- 
ated in the University of Cairo and has since re- 
cruited on a competitive basis from all secondary 
schools. In addition, in-service training is now 
offered to all teachers on an equal basis, and 
successful completion of in-service training has 
become a prerequisite for promotion. This bring- 
ing together of all teachers led to the creation of 
common interests. Asa result, a strong teachers! 
syndicate came into being. Further details can 
be found in the journal articles of the periodicals 
listed under Section IX, 

For primary school teachers, training is pro- 
vided within the public school system. Previously, 
they were selected and trained in a separate 
ladder. This change, together with the in-service 
training taking place, has resulted in an improve- 
ment in the status of primary school teachers, 
given them an equal footing in the syndicate, and 
has opened for them the opportunity of promotion 
to all posts in the primary education system, such 
as that of primary school inspector, 

The present system of education comprises a 
six-year compulsory primary school which enrols 
pupils at the age of 6. On completing this level 
a pupil may proceed to one of several lower secon- 
dary schools offering three-year courses. These 
include academic, technical or terminal occupa- 
tional schools. Graduates of the academic and 
technical schools go on to the three-year upper 
secondary level. Alternatively, they may enter 
the primary teacher training institutions where 
they follow a three-year course. On passing the 
secondary school certificate they are entitled to 
enrol at the higher institutes and the universities.

The universities offer courses 
for the bachelor degree, the master's degree and 
the Ph.D. For statistical information on the 
educational situation, the reader is referred to 
Section I of the bibliography. To complement the 
descriptive materials contained in the sections 
already mentioned in this essay, a number of 
special studies by research students are listed in 
Section VIII. 

In the latest report on the progress of edu- 
cation during the year 1956-57 issued by the 
Documentation and Research Centre for Education 
in Cairo, the new policy and its achievements 
have been summarized. Some of the highlights 
might briefly be mentioned at this point. 

Since 1952, 1,230 new schools have been built, 
at the cost of LE. 25 million as against 4 million 
in the preceding five years. (1) This year the 
total allocation for educational purposes is 
LE.45 million, 38 million of which forms the ! 
budget of the Ministry of Education. 

The total number of students today is about two 
and three-quarter million, of whom slightly less 
than two million are in the primary schools and 
74, 000 at the universities. Technical schools, 
which formerly had an attendance of 22,000, now 
have about 50, 000. 

Nor is it only the youth of Egypt that has bene- 
fited from the new policy in education: students 
from other’ Arab and Islamic countries num- ) 
bered 8, 534 in 1956, and the number of Egyptian- 
trained teachers going out to teach in other 
countries rose from 690 in 1952 to 1,676 in 1956, 
In this general growth of the educational system 
the institutes and students of al-Azhar have also } 
kept pace in numbers as well as in the modernizing 
of the curricula. 

Other important advances which have taken 
place during these years are the establishment of 
the Higher Council of Arts and the Science Coun- 
cil, and the National Centre for Research which 
today stands as a world centre for combined re- > 
search work.
